it's 100 per cent effective. 1 
don't mind telling you I'm down 
this month when I should be up 
because of Easter buying," 


The boycott grew out of Indig- 


nation at the assassination of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr, 
Picketing began April 11, two 
days after he was buried, and 
has continued since, 


The heavy Negro population 


of Leflore County, in the pros- 
perous Delta farming region of 
northwest Mississippi, makes 
many Greenwood merchants de- 
pendent on Negro trade. Green- 
wood, a town of-20,000 persons, 
is 45 per cent Negro and the 
county is about 65 per cent Ne- 
gro. 


Only one supermarket and 


Johnson Street, a five-block row 
of bargain stores, furniture 
stores and pawn shops, is ex- 
empt. Last week Johnson Street 
merchants 
approached 
move- 


ment leaders and worked out an 
agreement. 


They would hire Negroes, use 


courteous titles and try to pres- 
sure the city's leadership into 
meeting with the Negroes in ex- 
change for the boycott's being 
called off. The Negroes agreed, 
and the merchants mailed a pe- 
tition to the City Council, asking 
it to meet. 


Communication between the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court threw out today 
a $5,000 libel judgment a Lou- 
isiana deputy sheriff had won 
and made it more difficult for 
people In public life to win such 
awards. 


In an 8-1 decision the court 


said a finding that a prudent 
man would have investigated 
defamatory Information about 
an official before publishing it 
is not grounds for a libel award. 


Rather, 
Justice Byron R, 


White wrote, there must be evi- 
dence to conclude that the pub- 
lisher or the broadcaster had 
serious doubts about the truth 
of the material. 


"To insure the ascertainment 


and publication of the truth 
about public affairs, it is es- 
sential that the first amend- 
ment protect some erroneous 
publications as well as true 
ones," 


The $5,000 judgment had been 


won in Louisiana courts by 
Herman A. Thompson, an East 
Baton 
Rouge deputy sheriff, 


against Phil A. St. Amant, a 
onetime aspirant for the U.S. 
Senate, 


St. Amant, on television, quot-

The dead children were found

harmed. Friends of the family

Authorities declined to discuss 


possible motives for the slay- 
Ings and said they had no com- 
ment on whether the brown- 
haired youth made any state- 
ments. 


Fuller offered no resistance 


when he was seized by police 
near the university in Charles- 
ton, which is some 10 miles east 
of Mattoon. Police said he was 
carrying a ,22-caliber revolver. 


Police said Cox, a construc- 


tion worker, and two elder sons 
were working on a truck several 
miles away from the two-story 
white frame farmhouse when 
the murders took place. His 
wife and the oldest daughter, 
Mrs. Christine Cline, 21, of Chi- 
cago, took another of the Cox 
family's 11 children to Mattoon 
for treatment of a burn. 


Besides Mrs. Cllne, one other

Antimissile 
Step Includes

WASHINGTON (AP) -

Pentagon's chief scientist has 
provided the first official ac- 
knowledgment that the $5 billion

Foster made clear, however, 


that current U.S. plans and ca- 
pabilities are only to try to han- 
dle the rather rudimentary mis- 
siles Red China is expected to 
have in the early 1970s. 


Former Secretary of Defense 


Robert S. McNamara told the 
same group the Sentinel system 
was technically capable of inter- 
cepting Soviet missiles but only 
in small numbers. 


As he had repeatedly since 


last fall's announcement on the 
ABM decision, McNamara em- 
phasized the anti-Chinese char- 
acter of the system. 


Testimony by both men came 


in early February but was pub- 


licly released only recently. 


The issue came up when Sen, 


Stuart Symington, D-Mo., asked 
Foster to explain why the ad- 
ministration seemed to be ignor- 
ing the Soviet missile threat 
while tackling a lesser Chinese 
threat.

Bermuda Is 
Quiet After 
Weekend Riots 
HAMILTON, Bermuda (AP) 


— A rigidly enforced curfew 
and 560 police and troops kept 
Bermuda 
quiet Sunday after 


three days of violence. Informed 
sources said the nightly curfew 
may stay on until after the re- 
sort island's general election 
May 23. 


The 7 p.m.-to-dawn curfew 


also kept thousands of Ameri- 
can tourists confined to their ho- 
tels, but most of them normally 
dine there anyway and spend 
the evening playing bingo or 
dancing in the hotel ballrooms. 


A detachment of 180 members 


of Britain's Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers arrived by plane Sun- 
day night to help local forces 
quell any further outbreak of 
what the governor, Lord Mar- 
tonmere, called the "hoodlum- 
ism" that swept this normally 
tranquil island. 


Also helping keep order on the 


island where most of the whites 
and Negroes subsist on the tour- 
ist trade is the British frigate 
Leopard. 


After rioting Thursday and 


Friday nights, there were four 
explosions and half a dozen mi- 
nor blasts Saturday night but 
Sunday was without incident. 
Barbed wire barricades cut the

and white.

Nixon on the 
Side Against 
Handouts

WASHINGTON (AP) Republi- 


can presidential candidate Rich- 
ard M. Nixon's suggestion that 
whites help develop "black capi- 
talism" puts him well on the 
way to backing a small but ap- 
parently growing faction of 
^Negroes who oppose the idea of 
"handouts" from whites. 


Civil rights leaders have been 


saying for decades that Negroes 
'want 
an equal chance with 


.whites to compete in America's 
capitalistic system. They have 
.applied pressure 
mainly on 


white liberals to break down the 
twin barriers of legal segrega- 
tion and racist attitudes. 


The new faction belie mes the 


traditional approach has run its 
course. It is unrealistic, they 
argue, to expect profit-minded 
businessmen to broaden welfare 
programs or spend money to set 
up businesses in slums. 


Furthermore, they say, such 
programs don't get at the heart 
of the Negro's problem— a lega- 
cy of psychological damage dat- 
ing from slave days that leaves 
many Negroes with so little 
faith in their own ability that 
they can't compete in a white 
•world. 


Rather than appeal to liber- 


als, they say, Negroes are now 
in a position to get conserva- 
tives to support self-help pro- 
grams that are better for 
Negroes In the long run. It can 
be done, they argue, by appeal- 
ing to the same instinct that has 
made the United States a boom- 
ing concern— the profit motive. 


A leading spokesman for this 


viewpoint Is Dr. Thomas Mat- 
thew, a Queens, N,Y., neurosur- 
geon who has founded a string 
of small "self-help" businesses 
in New York and Watts that 
currently employ 900 persons, 


His N a t i o n a l Eionomic 


Growth and Reconstruction Or- 
ganisation— the words chosen to 
spell NEGRO- sells bonds that 
pay 6,5 per cent interest. 


With $400,000 sold so far, he 


has financed a hospital, a bak- 
ery, a clothing factory, a chemi- 
cal factory, and a construction 
company-ail very small, and 
all geared to employing Negroes 
who were formerly on welfare. 


Thus, Matthew argues, at one 


stroke you give whites a profita- 
ble investment, borrow their 
money with no strings attached, 
cut welfare and crime costs, 
and supply a kind of self respect 
that no amount of government- 
guaranteed annual income can 
provide, 


He gets away with it by cut- 


ting a number of corners, For 
example, his wages are general- 
ly very low, a fact he justifies 
by claiming that the rates are 
higher than welfare,

can go into the white world and

But this time 
high officials are saying pri- 
vately the time has come for the 
South Vietnamese "to face up to 
their responsibilities"— with the 
implication 
that if eventually 


they cannot stand pretty much 
alone they will have to accept 
the consequences. 


Officials said agreement on a 


site could be reached in a few 
hours with the kind of contact 
now possible with North Viet- 
nam through the U.S. and North 
Vietnamese embassies in Laos. 
Or the squabbling could drag on 
for more weeks. 


The Johnson 
administration 


meanwhile is disturbed by the 
heavy flow of men and supplies 
to South Vietnam by Hanoi since 
the bombing stopped. Washington 
officials said about 10,000 truck- 
loads of men and goods have gone 
south in the past month, an in- 
crease of about 25 per cent over 
the record levels of December 
and January. 


Thus widespread speculation 


about the possibility of compro- 
mise on Paris as a site for pre- 
liminary peace talks was paral- 
leled by some rumblings of wor- 
ry about what Johnson may feel 
he has to do about the bombing 
limitation if Hanoi maintains its 
expanding military activity, 


Johnson 
has 
about 
nine 


months more in office in view of 
his decision against re-election, 
and no one in high position in 
Washington thinks the odds seri- 
ously favor his concluding a 
peace agreement in that time. 


What he is doing in one sense, 


therefore, is preparing for his 
successor a range of choices in 
Vietnam policy next year, with 
withdrawal at one extreme and 
military escalation at the other. 


How the new dual course de- 


velops in the next few months 
will depend greatly on what 
happens 
in 
Vietnam—in 
the 


war, in Hanoi's diplomatic ma- 
neuvers and in Saigon's accept- 
ance of responsibility. 


President Nguyen Van Thieu 


of South Vietnam and his associ- 
ates should understand that in 
terms of U.S. policy, time may 
be running out for them. They 
could have far less U.S. support 
next year from a new president 
in Washington, with even more 
radical changes in U.S. policy 
than those Johnson has initiat- 
ed.

Cao Ky declared Sunday that 
South Vietnam will not stand for

Germany's 
Ultra-right 
Party Gains 


STUTTGART, Germany (AP) 


— West Germany's ultra-rightist 
party won seats in another state 
legislature Sunday and got its 
biggest share of the vote to 
date. Willy Brandt's Socialists 
were the big losers. 


The election in Baden-Wuert- 


temberg was the last state vote 
before the federal elections next 
year and was considered an 
important indication of political 
trends, Public interest was re- 
flected by a 70.6 per cent turn- 
out of the 5.6 million eligible 
voters, a record for an election 
in the state. 


The ultra-right National Dem- 


ocrats, whose opponents charge 
they are neo-Nazis, were cam- 
paigning in the state for the 
first time. They won 12 of the 
12T legislative seats and collect- 
ed 9,8 per cent of the vote, The 
three-year-old party now has 
won seats in seven state parlia- 
ments, 


All parties agreed the voters 


were Influenced by the leftist 
student 
demonstrations 
and 


riots in West Berlin and other 
major cities during the Easter 
weekend. The National Demo- 
crats took a hard line toward 
the 
students, 
and the party 


chairman, Adolf Von Thadden, 
accused the Socialists of a fuzzy 
attitude toward the demonstra- 
tors, 


Brandt's son Peter was a 


prominent demonstrator, 


Chancellor Kurt Georg Kiesin- 


ger's Christian Democrats re- 
mained the strongest party in 
the state, but with 44,2 per cent 
of the vote, it had 2 per cent less 
than four years ago, 


Brandt's 
Social 
Democrats 


took a harder loss, winning 29 
per cent of the vote compare] to 
37,3 per cent in 1964, The Free 
Democrats 
increased 
their 


share of the vote from 13.1 per 
cent to 14,4,
